conference 
and therefore is 


frowning upon the suggestion of a 
preliminary parley. 


Right at the start the American 


government has put its foot down 
hard on one of the things that brought 
such a deluge of criicism or the Ver 
sallies conference, namely the prac- 
tice of a few powers getting off to one 
side and framing a program which 
became a source of suspicion on the 
part of the other nations who were 
not in on the secret preliminaries 


President Harding and Secretary 


Hughes are outlining- principles of pro 
cedurei which are American rather 
than European 
Having invited all 


the great powers to a conference, the 
American government would not feel 
that it was exactly fair to have a 
preliminary gathering of a few na 
tions ahead of time. The 
United 


States is anxious to hold the confer- 
ence at a time that is convenient to 
all but nothing would be gained by 
a hurried meeting early in the fall in 
which matters would be hastily dis 
cussed. Whatever discussion there is 
on the agenda or program must be 
available to all powers. There will 
be no 
secret 
understandings, alli- 


ances or ententes within the confer- 
ence. 


Beady With Aswer 


Expressions from American sources 


along this line were so emphatically 
announced as to leave no doubt of 
what will be said 
officially if other 


governments actually propose to the 
United States a preliminary confer 
once as suggested in London 
press 


dispatches. Two reasons are advanced 
trom abroad in favor of a preliminary 
conference. One is that the dominion 
premiers can't wait till next Novem- 
ber and would like to talk over mat- 
ters first at Washington 
or else- 


where in the United States within 
the next month or two and either 


oine back for a full conference later 


or send repics>i,nuuives 
who 
have 


been familiarized with what occurs at 
the suggested preliminary conference. 
The other is that a meeting of a few 
ahead of time will expedite the work 
ot the many later on. 


The United bUues is willing to 


oblige 
the dominion 
premiers and 


move the date of tho conference up 
to October or even late September 
but under no circumstances will any 
preliminary conference be held which 
includes only a, few of the powers or 
•winch attempts to dispose ,of Far 
Eastern matters hurriedly while dis- 
armament questions are indefinitely 
postponed. 


If any of the dominion premiers 


pass through the United States on 
their way home thsy will be welcomed 
and be given every opportunity for 
discussion with 
the president anc 


Secretary of State but positively noth- 
ing will be agreed upon by the United 
Plates until all Hie powers have been 
consulted. 


Japs Fear China 


The London suggestion o£ a prelim- 


inary conference has caused quite a 
stir in official circles. 
Officials de- 


clined to surmise what the reasons 
might be back of the proposal. On 
the face of it, the move springs from 
a desire to select a time and date 
convenient for the dominion premiers 
I>ut is that all'' Some observers here 
Think Great Britain would like to talk 
to America privately with h-sr domin- 
ion premiers present and frame a pro- 
gram which would enable Great Bri- 
tain to proceed discretely in the larg- 
er conference wherein she will ap 
pear on the one hand as the ally of 
Japan and on the other as the friend 
of the United States. This view is 
not shared entirely, however, by any 
other group of observers who believe 
Japan herself by reason of her in- 
timacy with Great Britain would not 
object to a special conference between 
Great Britain's representatives and 
1ho United States and Japan with the 
special purpose of excluding China. 
Japan, it is contended, would like to 
have matters fixed up before China 
Appears on the scene 
The Japanese 


hive never looked with favor upon the 
inclusion of China in tho discussion 
because of the capacity of the Chinese 
for spoiling thfl best laid plans of di- 
plomacy.

railroad relief bill will be attarked in 
the senate as a step In an alleged plan 
by railroad owners to "dump" their 
properties on the government, it was 
learned Saturday. 


The proposed "dumping" plan, it is 


alleged by some senators, is to bo 
worked out by getting tho government 
"in so deep" that the only wav it can 
get out will be by taking over tho rail- 
roads permanently. 


Warned of the coming onslaught, 


administration senators are organizmz 
a counter attack to show that the 
Harding policy, as sugested in the re- 
cent message to congress, is the only 
way of preventing the most serious 
tiansportation troubles the 
country 


has ever known 


Senator LaFollette Is organizing op- 


position to the 
administration bill 


Considerable support is expected for 
him from "west of Chicago" senators, 
who are clamoring for reduced freight 
rates 
Opponents of the measure will 


attack it as follows: 


1—A charge that many of the rail- 


roads' claims against the government 
are spurious 


2—A demand for repeal of the guar 


antee in the transportation act, as a 
means of forcing a rate reduction. 


3—A demand that the power of the 


interstate commerce commission over 
rates and rate making be entirely re- 
stored. 


1—A demind that the railroads tell 


why they do not go into tho open 
market and sell the securities which, 
under the administration bill, the gov- 
ernment is to float.

Irish question. 


While accepting the denial the press> 


generally insisted 
that explanation 


was needed as to why the interview 
waa printed in Irish editions of the 
Mail and not in tho London editions 
It was said to be evident that one of 
the editors, seeing the possible ef- 
fects of the interview and 
believing 


that his "chief" had been misquoted, 
suppressed the storj in later editions 
of the Northcliffc papers.

controversy which threatens to di-

In an interview, Judge. Ho-nry D. 


Harlan, president of the board of trus- 
tees of the hospital, Saturday defend- 
ed the board's decree sotting a maxi- 
mum fee of $1,000 that any surgeon 
connected 
with the institution can 


charge for an operation, and limiting 
the charge a physician can make for 
hospital attendance to $35 a week 


"The policy of charging all the traf- 


fic will bear is destroying public con- 
fidence in tho physician " said Harlan. 
The iction of tho trustees was meas- 
ured and has the full support of the 
medical advisory board of the hos- 
pital. We feel that John Hopkins 
should take tho lead in protecting its 
patients against profiteering:" 


Harlan admitted that many eminent

Lamard 
became an aviator and made a •won- 
derful record as an air fighter. He is 
among the few 
surviving 
Belgian 


"aces." 


His biggest day's work was done on 


Aug. 
29. 1916. when he brought down 


two German airplanes and one Ger- 
man dirigible carrying 28 German of- 
ficers. For this feat he was given the 
highest medal of honor the Belgian 
government can give a soldier. T)ur- 
ing his service in tho air he brought 
clown seven German 
machines 
and 


participated in numerous bombing ex- 
peditions and trench assaults. 


Wounded 17 Times 


Wounded 17 different 
times, 
he 


spent considerable time in base hosp'i- 
tals but remained in active service un- 
til the summer of 1918 when he was 
captured and -taken to prison camps 
in the interior of Germany. 


During his short period of impris- 


onment he was transferred to seven 
different camps and finally 
escaped 


from a camp near the Dutch frontier 
by disguising himself as a Hollander.

i The suggestion that there be a return 
to 3-cent postage—which prevailed during 
the war—as one means ofraising the $4,- 
000.000.000 needed to pay the govern- 
ment's expenses nest year is worth the 
serious consideration of congress. 'WTiile 
this would, properly be regarded as a tax, 
it would be a tax for which the payer got 
Ms full money's worth, which is not. the 
case with all taxes. The efficient dispatch 
and delivery of a first-class letter is worth 
more than 2 cents and it is worth more 
than 3 cents. No tax could be more equit- 
able. 
No one pays it that does not get 


service given for it. and no one who gets 
the service can evade paying it. It is self- 
collectible, at no expense to the govern- 
ment. It will cost, no more to issue 3- 
cent stamps than 2-cent stamps, and each 
one used means i cent additional income 
for the government. It is spread over the 
whole country among practically all of the 
people, and is a burden to no one.

on bank 


checks, such an impost would undoubtedly

This requirement has 
prevailed during the life of all those who 
now do the active work of the -world. ' It 
will be no more trouble to affix a 3-cent 
Etamp to a letter^than a 2-cent stamp. To 
,be sure, it is a 50 per cent, increase in 
the cost of mailing a letter, but this 50 
per cent, amounts only to the value of the 
smallest coin that is minted in the United 
ed States, an amount pretty generally re- 
garded as insignificant. 
Spread but over 


the whole year, 
the additional impost 


with most people will probably fall short 
$ 1. which will be paid on the installment 
plan in the smallest installments possible. 
Even with large organizations that send 
out much mail, the burden would not be 
oppressive. 


The income to the government from 


this source is continuous, and thus, col- 
lected in such small amounts and from 
such widespread points, 
can not cause 


financial embarrassment at any time or 
any place. Three-cent postage is.an ideal 
form of tax. not only in the present emer- 
gency, but until the country is -well out 
of its embarrassment. 
— 


THE SOUTH'S PLIGHT 


Although there have been official de- 


nials from some ol the southern states 
that anything in the nature of semi-fa- 
mine or a serious epidemic of pellagra ex- 
ists, it is evident that there is much suffer- 
ing in some places, and steps have been 
taken by the Red Gross and public health 
service to relieve it. Any such visitation 
could have been avoided, it would ap- 
pear, by a little knowledge and industry 
on the part of even the poorest of, the suf- 
ferers. 
Lack of money caused them to 


live on the cheapest foods possible, prin- 
cipally salt pork, corn meal and molass- 
es, and this food, because of a lack of 
green stuff, caused pellagra. 
Most of 


these people live in the country where land 
is generally plentiful and the rest of them 
probably live in places where there are 
small areas of land available for planting. 
There-are few such areas that will not. 
•where they are open to the sunlight, grow 
something, and the something that could 
be so grown was exactly what was needed 
to prevent, the present state of affairs. 


Garden seeds, 
are while much more 


costly than they used to be, comparative- 
ly cheap; certainly extremely cheap when 
compared with the cost in life and suffer- 
ing attending such an epidemic and the 
COtt of its cure. They could surely have 
been obtained—even those "free" seeds 
that congressmen graft from the agricul- 
tural department for fence-building pur- 
poses—if there had been a^demand for 


them; but such a demand presupposes a 
knowledge of how to use them, and the ini- 
ative and energy to do so. These things, 
no doubt, were lacking, but they should 
not be lacking after this. 


The commoner vegetables freely plant- 


ed in home gardens—even small gardens 


and generally eaten, would have saved 


the south. So planted and so cultivated 
they might not have grown in quantity 
or quality as well as could be desired, but 
they would have served. When the stress' 
was foreseen and faced this spring there 
should have been general garden planting 
on such a scale as the facilities permitted. 
There could have undoubtedly been grown 
with more or less success beans, beets, 
cabbage, collards. carrots, sweet corn, up- 
land cress, kale, kohlrabi, leeks, lettuce, 
mustard, onions, okra, parsley, peppers, 
parsnips, radishes, spinach, squash, toma- 
toes, turnips, etc. 
Surely out of such a 


list, and it is not complete, something 
could have been found by every one that 
would grow under such conditions as pre- 
sented themselves. 
In addition to these 


things were such wild plants as could have 
been gathered for greens. Even if not all 
the green food desirable had been produced 
or gathered wild there should have been 
enough to lessen if not prevent the epi- 
demic. Nest year and thereafter, not only 
in the south, but everywhere the garden 
epidemic.'' instead of pellagra, should 
spread. 


GOVERNMENT IN BUSINESS 


The administration is not finding it so 


easy to get the government out of busi- 
ness, and there was, of course, no reas- 
on any one should have thought that it 
would be easy. But much might, have been 
done to relieve a troublesome situation 
that would not have involved any further 
extension of government functions. 
But 


congress saw fit to turn its back on any 
program of this sfort, and as a result finds 
itself confronted with the very puzzling 
problem of agricultural relief. The Presi- 
dent yesterday urged that the powers of 
the war finance corporation be broadened 
so that it might be able to take .charge of 
the funding of more than $500.000.000 
railroad indebtedness and provide addi- 
tional farm credits. Congress seems dis- 
posed to post-pone the action concerning 
the railroads, but to be favorably disposed 
to the presidential suggestion as to agri- 
cultural relief, though 
Senator 
Norris 


will, it is believedj continue to press his 
bill providing for the creation of a new 
$50.000,000 farm export corporation. 


It was urged that the revival of the \\ar 


finance corporation would accomplish noth- 
ing and the plan was opposed by former 
Senator Houston and the revival lull was 
vetoed by former President "Wilson. 
It 


may be that the war finance corporation 
can now be remodeled into something u^c- 
ful and efficient—at least it may stand m 
the way of the creation of another agency. 
The farm situation is. as is generally rec- 
ognized, far from satisfactory, and it, is 
most unfortunate that there should be this 
discontent—for which there is a sub.->bn- 
tial basis—among the largest and most 
conservative class of our citizenship. 
It 


is not surprising that both congress and 
the administration should feel impelled 
to do what they can to relieve the sit- 
uation. 


The effort is. of course, to find markets, 


for it is proposed to finance exports. How 
successful this policy will be is somewhat 
doubtful, since exports are possible only 
when there are imports—and imports it 
seems to be the purpose of the congress to 
discourage. The danger is that we shall 
still further encourage class legislation. 
But apparently it has been dec-icied that 
something mus- be done. It ir.ay be sug- 
gested that the railroad problem and the 
farm problem are by no means unrelated. 
It is at least desirable that the accounts 
between the roads and the government be 
adjusted. 
"With this done it might IT* 


found possible 
to reduce rates and in- 


crease facilities.

physiological demands?

ng to authorities like Sir Arbuthnot Lane, even 
such frequent and serious lesions as gastric and 
duodena! ulcer, gallstones, and appendicitis, and ac- 
cording to such authorities ""as Dr. Charles A. L. 
Heed, many cases of epilepsy (which Dr. Reed calls 
'convulsive toxemia" or "convulsive splanchnopto- 
sis"), and according to the Lane school again, such 
systemic states as the various inflammations im- 
properly dubbed "rheumatic," innumerable function- 
al abnormalities of the nervous system and even 
cases of downright insanity or, as Dr. Henry A. Cot- 
ton of the New Jersey State hospital calls it, mental 
disease, have each and all been attributed to the 
splanchnic slump—sagging, displacement, kinking 
or other ill effect of impaired support—and what is 
more to the point, all of these secondary troubles 
have been successfully treated by hygienic, physical, 
medical and surgical measures directed toward the 
replacement of the displaced organs and the re- 
storation of their supports.

•with a fair command of plausible logic has not 
aunched a new "school" of healing on the assump- 
tion that all human diseases and unhappiness and 
shortcomings are caused by the slumping or dis- 
placement of one or more internal organs.

Follow '.his was an application 
of this lotion, which should dry on, and remain on 
the skin over night: 


Sublimed sulphur. 
Alcohol. 
Compound tincture of la\-ender. 
Glycerin. 
Camphor water. 
Of each equal parts to make 
4* ounces. 


(Inexperienced druggists often tell patrons this 


formula is incorrect because the sulphur does not 
dissolve. Of course sulphur is insoluble, and only a 
mixture is intended, which must be shaken before it 
is used.)

His official life in that post 
vas brief, as was that of the two 
ucceeding justices. 
After negotiating ihe peace treaty 


with England and upon his return here, 


ay, having resigned as Chief Justice, 
vas, elected Governor of New York, 
ay. despite his accomplishments and 
ducation, was a religious bigot, and 
ought to exclude Roman Catholics 
rom American citizenship, but failed.

John Rutledge. the next Chief Jus- 


Ice, was appointed in 1795 when Jay

month's, the Senate having rejected 
he nomination because of his oppo- 
ition to the Jay treaty, and because 
f allee'ecl mental infirmity resulting 
rom exposure in the swamps of South 
Carolina during the Revolution. He 
vas a delegate to the first Congress, 
leld in New York, and in 1774 was 
sent to the Continental Congress. He 
was the 
first 
governor 
of South 


Carolina. 


Ellsworth was appointed In . 1796. 
Je was prominent as a statesman 
during the latter part of the Revolu- 
tionary War, and credit is given him 
or -standing out against the domin- 
o.nce of the larger states, and secur- 
ng equal representation in the Sen- 
to for all of the states. He held out 
strongly and successfully for main- 
:sJning the sovereignty of the state 
;ovcrnments. As a youth ho started 
o study theology, but changed to the 
aw and soon attained success. 


John Marshall, the next Chief Jus- 


tice, was appointed by John Adams a 
month before 
the inauguration of 


Thomas Jefferson, and ssrved from 
1807 until 1835. Marshall wu a sol- 
dier during the Revolution, fighting 
at Brandywine, 
Germantown, 
Iron 


Hill, Monmouth and Stony Point, and 
was with Washington's troops dur- 
ing the terrible winter at Valley 
Forge. Marshall wae responsible for 
the decision that ths Supreme Court 
is the judge of the, laws of the land, 
and that laws in conflict with the 
Constitution shall not stand. 


Marshall was the last of the Revo- 


lutionary heroes and statesmen to be 
appointed as Chief Justice. 
Roger 


B. Taney, who was appointed to suc- 
ceed Marshall, was scarcely of age at 
the time of Washington's death. Hi* 
appointment was made by President 
Jackson, and he served from 1836 un- 
til 1864. The senate once refused to 
confirm Taney as Secretary of the 
Treasury, the first time a nomination 
to a Cabinet post was turned down. 


Tan«y married a sister of Francis 


Scott Key, author of ths national an- 
them. He had the strictest regard for 
official integrity, and there is a story 
that he refused to accept a box of ci- 
gars from one of the ofllfcials in the 
Tpaasury Department while he. was 
at its head, 


Salmon P. Chase was appointed by 


Lincoln in 1864. He was elected to 
the Senate twice, but the second time 
resigned almost immediately, as Lin- 
coln made him Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He Tanked high as a financier, 
but resigned because of a disagree- 
ment over an appointment in his de- 
partment. 
Lincoln soon afterward 


named him as Chief Justice. He 
suffered a stroke of paralysis in 1876, 
and until his death in 1873 was an 
invalid. 


Morrison Remick Waste succeeded 


him, being appointed Chief Justice in 
1874 
by President Grant. He was 


generally regarded as not measuring 
up to the stature of others who had 
held his higrh office. 


Income Tax Decision 


Melville Weston Fuller was appoint- 


ed Chief Justice by President Cleve- 
land in 1888. It was under his leader, 
ship that the income,tax was rejected, 
despite popular opinion, because the 
Constitution did not then permit of 
such a tax being levied. Later the 
Constitution was amended to allow 
incomes to be taxed. 
Chief Justice 


Fuller remained as Chief Justice un- 
til 1910. 


President Taft, now himself Chief 


Justice, appointed 
the man whose 


death left the vacancy which made 
possible President Harding's appoint- 
ment of him. Taft appointed Edward 
Douglas White, and raised a storm of 
protest all through 
the Republican 


party. 
White was a Democrat, a 


southerner and a Confederate, veter- 
an, and it was argued that there were 
able jurists in the ranks of the Re- 
publicans upon whom the mantle of 
Fuller might well fall. Taft had de- 
termined upon White, however, and 
insisted upon the appointment. 


White held state offices in Louisiana, 


and was elected United States Senator 
in 1891. 
President Harding set a precedent 


by appointing a former President as 
Chief Justice. 
Taft's 
father was 


Secretary of War and Attorney Gen- 
eral in the Grant Cabinet, and was 
American Minister to Austria under 
the 
Arthur 
administration. 
Taft's 


first political oft1c« was that of prose- 
cuting attorney for Hamilton County. 
Ohio. 
He was made a Collector of 


Internal Revenue by Pres. Arthur 
When he was only 29 he was appoint- 
ed to the Superior Court Bsnch of 
Ohio by Governor Foraker, and the 
next year was elected to this office by 
a substantial majority. 
President 


Harrison made Taft Solicitor General 
of tl>s United States In 1890, and when 
the Federal Court of Appeals was 
created. Taft was named as one of its 
members. In 1900 President McKin- 
ley appointed Taft chairman of the 
Philippine Commission and later the 
became first Governor of the tela.nds. 
President 
Roosevelt made Taft his 


Secretary of War. 
He straightened 


out the tangl-2d 
affairs of Cuba in 


1906, and again in 1907 he went ^to 
Havana to quiet the revolutionists in 
the island republic. 


The next year Taft was elected 


President, serving 01*9 term, the split 
in the Republican ranks occurring in 
1912.

Announcement is made today of the 


presentation before the motoring pub- 
lic of Buick's new four-cylinder line. 
There arc four models in the line, in- 
cluding roadster and fiv-s passenger 
touring in the open cars, and three- 
passenger coupe and five passenger 
sedan in the closSl models. 


Inasmuch as it has been known in 


the automotive trade for some time 
that Buick purposed adding a line of 
fours, considerable interest attaches 
to the specifications covering the new 
models. In motor construction Buick 
has adhered to the valve-in-baad prin- 
ciple with which its name has been so 
prominently 
connected for 
twenty 


years. The cylinder bore is 3 and 3-8 
inches with stroke of 4 and 3-4 inch- 
es. 
The motor develops between 35 


and 40 brake horsepower and road 
tests have 
shown that the 
power 


plant will deliver up to 50 mites an 
hour with ease. Features of motor 
construction are the large three-bear- 
ing crankshaft ajid 12-inch long con- 
necting rods, extra long rods being 
provided to reduce vibration to a mini- 
mum. 
A circulating splash oiling sys- 


tem 
gives 
automatic 
lubrication 


throughout. 
Another important fea- 


ture, which is standard equipment on 
all Buick cars, is the automatic car- 
buretor heat control through which 
ide.nl vaporizing 
conditions are ob- 


tained. 
The transmission is of the selective 


sliding gear type, three speeds forward 
and one reverse. The universal joint 
is of standard Buick construction, be- 
ing virtually an integral part of the 
transmission and automatically lubri- 
cated from the 
transmission.

clutch is of the multiple disc dry plate 
typa built in .exact accordance with 
the principles which have 
guided 


clutch construction in Buick sixes. All 
moving driving parts are enclosed.
